Conserrative Speakers 
Heard at Vulcan I 


Two Hundred Electors Hear Trio of 
Speakers Deal With Political Issues. 


Budd—Warden 


A quiet wedding was solemnized 
at the First Baptist Church, Calgary 
on Saturday evening, October 21 at 
8 o’clock when Vernie Beatrice, 
daughter of Mrs. J. C. Warden, Vul¬ 
can, was united in marriage with Mr. 
Naaman Budd of Reid Hill, son of 
Mr. E. Budd of Edmonton. Rev. Pat 
tison was officiating clergyman. 
Both were unattended. 

Both are popular young people of 
the Vulcan district; the bride having 
been a pupil of Rfeid Hill and Vulcan 
schools and the bridegroom has farm 
cd in the Reid Hill district for a good 
number of years. Much happineas is 
wished by a wide circle of friends. 


Over two hundred Vulcan and dis¬ 
trict people faced the cold weather on 
Wednesday evening of last week and 
turned out to hear D. M. Duggan, M. 

L. A., provincial leader of the Con¬ 
servative party at the Vulcan Thea¬ 
tre. Along with Mr. Duggan were 
John Irwin, M.L.A., Calgary, and Dr. 
Stanley, M.P., Calgary. Dr. G. M. 
Carson, president of the Vulcan Con¬ 
servative association was chairman of 
the meeting and introduced the speak 
ers to the audience. 

John Irwin spoke first, and stated 
that during the past few years he 
had travelled a great deal from coast 
to coast in order to discover why the 
value of farm products were depress¬ 
ed and who was responsible. He 
claimed chain stores were largely re¬ 
sponsible. They “pushed” farm pro¬ 
ducts, selling them beltflk cost to in¬ 
duce customers into the stores to sell 
them other wares at high prices. 
Government regulation of' trade in 
stores of farm produce was needed 
to control the manipulation, Mr. Ir¬ 
win claimed. 

The next speaker was Dr. Stanley, 

M. P. He dealt at length with the 
Ottawa trade agreements and told of 
the opportunities they gave the A1-. 
berta farmer in the marketing of 
beef, bacon, etc.,-in the Old Country. 
He stressed the value of the beet 
producers and wool growers of the 
province and spoke out strongly in 
their interests. They needed every 
encouragement from the government 
said Dr. Stanley in concluding his 
address. 

As the last speaker on the pro¬ 
gram, Mr. Duggan reviewed the 
growth of the public debt of the prov¬ 
ince, now nearing the $150,000,000 
mark. Before the U.F.A. took over 
the government of the country the 
province had a bonded debt of $57,- 
463,675; a floating debt of $5,689,000 
and guarantees of $30,408,000, a total 
of $93,460,000; while the position at 
June 30, 1933, was a bonded debt 
of $131,140,000, floating debt $9,096- 
000, guarantees $9,824,104, total 
$150,061,000, the speaker said. 

Tire U.F.A. government had not 
sensed the urgent need for economy 
in these times of stress, he held, and 
cited numerous occasions where 
economy should have been used. The 
telephone department was cited in 
his talk to bring this point out, and 
was the cost of the various co-opera¬ 
tive schemes. 

Monies that should have been set 
aside to reduce the national debt are 
being used for the expense of gov¬ 
ernment, Mr. Duggan stated, and il¬ 
lustrated the point by explaining dif¬ 
ferent revenues and how they were 
used. 

To meet its growing obligations 
the province had to appeal to the fed 
oral government for financial aid, the 
speaker stated, and in referring to 
the interest rates, he stated that the 
province should be able to borrow at 
the same rate of interest as Ottawa. 

Mr. Duggan advocated a reduction 
in the number of the members of 
legislature from 63 to 45. He said 
Manitoba has one member for every 
12,730 population; Saskatchewan one 
member for every 14,632; B.C. one 
member for every 14,464; Alberta 
one member for every 11,613, with 
only 45 the saving to the province 
would be about $100,000 a year. 

Motor licenses and gasoline taxes 
should be devoted to the highways 
and liquor profits should be put in a 
special fund instead of being put into 
the common fund as at present. 

The audience was attentive and 
listened to the speakers with interest 
A number of questions were asked by 
the audience at the close of the 
meeting.

It is all probably a matter of atmosphere. The air of 
the West stimulates enterprise and ambition. It chal¬ 
lenges and searches and defies, and it places its indelible 
stamp upon its people, who also challenge and defy. 

And, after all, is there any reason or excuse for a 
humble peasantry in Canada, at any rate for an enforced 
peasantry ?

STEVENS TO SUPPORT 


In addressing the Canadian Chamber of Commerce re¬ 
cently, Hon. H. H. Stevens urged the Canadian packers 
to give some consideration to • the problem of beef. He 
presented the impossibility of the beef industry continu¬ 
ing existence at a cent and a half a pound for their cattle 

In addressing the ^packers directly, Mr. Stevens placed 
his finger on one of the most responsible factors fn the 
low price of cattle, as well as of hogs. It is the packers 
who set the price, and there is little alternative for the 
hard pressed producers, but to accept .that price. It is a 
condition so obviously crippling to the* industry, thqt Mr. 
Stevens’ warning to the packers has come none too soon. 

The livestock men have long urged the setting up of a 
National Marketing Board, to regulate' conditions under 
which export cattle are marketed, as well as to exercise 
some supervision over domestic marketing. It is obvious 
that no proportionate benefit in the depressed prices of 
beef, is passed on to the consumer. He pays much the 
same price whether beef is selling for 4 cents or 1% 
cents. It is as usual, the manipulators between producer 
and consumer who benefit. 

'With the incredibly low price of beef prevailing at 
present, the rancher is unable to pay a fair price for the 
feed which he must purchase from the farmer. He is in 
the grip of circumstances which are destructive. Added 
to feed scarcity, prices have been hammered down to 
zero. When cattle are sold at $15.00 a head, because 
the owner must unload, it is time for the government to 
investigate and take remedial action. 

The low cattle prices affect most seriously the ranch¬ 
ing industry, but they also affect all farmers from coast 
to coast. 

In justice to the great mass of Canadians, the govern¬ 
ments should exercise some restraining influence on the 
distributors who exploit both consumer and producer.

The 
rule of secrecy extends so far that the income tax re¬ 
turns are not made available even to the Dominion Bur¬

And 
that is unfortunate for those who attempt to impress up¬ 
on him the virtues of a humble peasantry. 

On the other hand it may be conceded that Western 
ambition has overreached itself. Instead of conserving, 
storing away our money, we spent. We hanked too much 
on a sunny future, and as quickly, as possible we aban¬ 
doned homespun, discarded the old oaken. bucket and 
sought a few of the comforts of life, before w T e were 
sufficiently safeguarded against the rainy day.

CONSERVATION TV 
GAS RESOURCES 

A point has been brought out re¬ 
cently in connection with conserva¬ 
tion, that is perhaps not generally 
realized. Hon. R. G. Reid, minister 
of lands and mines, states that con¬ 
servation was being carried on un¬ 
der the regulations of the oil and 
gas well act of 1931, and not under 
the Turner Valley Gas Conservation 
Act 

The press records that Model Oils, 
Mercury.and Miracle are three im¬ 
portant companies that have signi¬ 
fied intention of co-operating in a 
conservation policy and no doubt oth 
ers hold the same views. 

The Political World of Calgary de¬ 
scribes the situation thus: 

“Certain oil interests claim that 
restricting the natural flow of oil or 
gas would cause a gradual stoppage 
in the well, flue to the formation of 
wax. O'her interests claimed that the 
value of naphtha extracted more 
than warranted the waste of natural 
gas. In addition to these protests 
were added the protests of compan¬ 
ies whose wells would be entirely 
.shut down, due to low extraction per 
centage. Also the value of the Tur¬ 
ner Valley oil field activity to trade 
and commerce if allowed to operate 
unrestricted, had to bo given careful 
consideration. 

On the other hand we have the 
opinion that the field, unless re¬ 
stricted, will be unproductive in the 
course of a few years.” 

There is now indication that the 
government and the oil interests, 
realizing that natural resources must 
be conserved, will co-operate in safe¬ 
guarding alpng wise lines. 

Granum Y.P.S. was in charge of 
the devotional period. Interesting ad¬ 
dresses were given by Mr. Hibbert of 
Calgary and Mr. Pettigrew, provin¬ 
cial president of Calgary. It was re¬ 
corded by these speakers that one 
hundred and fifty societies flourish in 
Alberta, and the work is growing in 
membership and enthusiasm.

Langford again spoke along inspira¬ 
tional lines, offering a stimulating 
picture of the needs of the world 
which must be met by youth. Ernie 
Jater of Calgary, leadership training 
leader, spoke on the value of man¬ 
uals for training in leadership. 

Other entertainment was a vocal 
duet by Kay Overand and Helen Po- 
cock of Okotoks and readings by 
Melba Armstrong of Nanton.
